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The monster comet which was discov- 


ered less than ten days ago and Is now 
growing larger ind larger night by night, 
baa ercited the astronomical world to an 
unprecedented extent because of the mys- 
tery surrounding Its appeareance and tbe 
re&alts which are likely to follow Its ap- 
proach to the earth 


When the comet was first seen by 


Holmes, on November 6, it was a mere 
speck, but Its appearance In tho-part of 
the heavens where It was found was so 
unexpected and star!ting chat the news 
was telegraphed to astronomers In all the 
leading observatories of this country and 
Europe. 


As the new comet was observed from 


night to night in Berlin and elsewhere, It 
was seen that the monster was approach- 
ing the earth at an Incredible rate of 
speed.

Unable to specifically identify the comet 


as one previously observed and to be ex- 
pected a|t this time, Prof. Berberlch, of 
Berlin, resorted to the law of probabili- 
ties to 'explain Its appearance. 
After 


much calculation the only explanation he 
could bit upon to account 
for tbe 
stranger's presence was that it was the 
famous comet of Biela, whose disappear- 
ance, after tbey thought they knew all 
about It, has long mystified astronomers, 
for, during its brief career, it was tbe 
most astonlsihiog object they bad ever 
looked upon. 
% 
S tartly as was this theory of Prof. Ber- 


berlch, it has come to be commonly ac- 
cepted by other eminent astronomers. 
Indeed, It seems that observers working 
independently in this country reached a 
similar conclusion about the same time. 


It has been antboritlvely stated that tbe 


comet Is now approaching the earth so 
rapidly that within two weeks It will sp- 
petr hi the heavens, many times larger 
thin tbe diameter of thrflull moon. 


Much of this, it must be remembered, 


Is guesswork, for until the comet is Identi- 
fied It cannot be positively known bow 
closely It will approach the earth or 
when It will begin to awing away. One 
thing, however, Is certain, and upon,this 
all the astronomers are agreed, that the 
fiery comet Is now coming directly tow- 
ards the earth.
